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ANNOUNCEMENT. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  Section  2,  of  an  Act  of  Congress  (Public  No.  40,  65th  Congress),  approved  August  10, 
1917,  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  has  been  authorized  and  instructed,  as  an 
agent  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  obtain  authoritative  information  regarding  the  matters 
authorized  to  be  investigated  under  that  section. 

The  Food  Surveys  Project  has  been  established  pursuant  to  Sections  2  and  8,  of  the  Act,  to  obtain  such  information  concerning  food 
and  food  materials  as  may  seem  necessary  or  desirable  for  the  guidance  of  governmental  agencies  and  the  public  in  making  plans  for 
increasing  production,  for  promoting  efficient  distribution,  and  for  directing  conservation  and  utilization.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  FATS  AND  OILS. 

The  stocks  of  fats  and  oils  covered  by  the  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  for  which  information  is  here  presented,  include  lard,  lard 
compounds,  solid  vegetable  cooking  fats,  oleo  stock,  oleo  oil,  and  edible  tallow,  cottonseed  oil,  olive  oil  and  peanut  oil. 

The  estimated  total  commercial  stocks  of  these  commodities,  assuming  that  the  stocks  actually  reported  represent  from  85  to  90  per 
cent  of  the  total,  were  as  follows:  Lard,  135,000,000  pounds;  lard  compounds,  93,000,000  pounds;  solid  vegetable  cooking  fats,  41,000,000 
pounds;  oleo  stock,  oleo  oil,  and  edible  tallow,  58,000,000  pounds;  cottonseed  oil,  67,000,000  gallons;  olive  oil,  4,500,000  gallons;  and 
peanut  oil,  2,600,000  gallons. 

There  is  a  noticeable  decrease  in  the  stocks  of  lard  and  cottonseed  oil,  the  holdings  for  January  1,  this  year,  being  72.0  per  cent  and 
82.8  per  cent,  respectively,  of  those  for  January  1  of  last  year.  The  holdings  of  lard  compounds  also  show  some  decrease,  the  stocks  for 
January  1,  1918,  being  95.3  per  cent  of  those  a  year  earlier.  In  the  case  of  the  four  remaining  commodities,  the  stocks  show  an 
increase,  the  percentages  of  last  year's  holdings  being  as  follows:  Solid  vegetable  cooking  fats,  115.6  per  cent;  oleo  stock,  oleo  oil,  and 
edible  tallow,  109.6  per  cent;  olive  oil,  117.8  per  cent;  and  peanut  oil,  124.7  per  cent. 

Detailed  information  for  each  of  these  commodities  is  presented  in  the  following  pages. 


COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  LARD. 

The  stocks  of  lard  (pure  lard)  in  commercial  channels,  as  reported 
in  the  War  Emergency  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted 
to  118,402,005  pounds.  Of  this  amount  the  meat  packers  reported 
nearly  six-tenths  and  the  retail  dealers  three-tenths,  the  balance 
being  held  by  wholesalers,  bakers,  storage  warehouses,  and  a  miscel- 
laneous group  of  firms.  The  total  stocks  reported  by  each  of  these 
groups  of  concerns,  as  well  as  by  the  various  subgroups  or  classes, 
are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  1,  and  graphically  represented 
in  Diagram  1.  The  number  or  shedules  tabulated  for  lard  is  shown 
in  Table  2. 

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

Because  of  the  large  percentage  of  the  total  stocks  reported  by 
the  meat  packers,  it  would  naturally  be  expected  that  the  two 
North  Central  geographic  divisions  would  rank  first  in  stocks 
reported.  The  East  North  Central  division  in  fact  reported  fully 
one-third  of  the  total  commercial  stocks  of  lard  for  the  country, 
while  the  West  North  Central  division  reported  nearly  one-fifth. 
That  the  Middle  Atlantic  division  ranked  third,  with  stocks  only 
about  three  million  pounds  less  than  those  of  the  West  North  Cen- 
tral division,  was  due  principally  to  the  relatively  large  stocks  of 
retail  dealers.

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  total  stocks  reported  is  shown 
in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  2,  while  the  distribution  by  states  as 
well  as  by  geographic  divisions,  is  given  in  Table  3,  both  for  the 
total  stocks  and  for  each  of  the  groups  and  classes  of  dealers.  The 
stocks  reported  for  the  twenty  most  important  states  are  shown 
graphically  in  Diagram  3,  which  brings  out  the  fact  that  Illinois 
reported  nearly  two  and  one-half  times  as  much  lard  as  New  York, 
the  second  state  on  the  list. 

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

Nearly  90  per  cent  of  the  reports,  based  on  stocks  reported,  gave 
information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  January  1,  1918. 
The  comparative  stocks  for  the  two  dates  based  on  these  two-year 
reports  are  shown  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  1,  and  are 
given  by  geographic  divisions  as  well  as  by  states  in  Table  4.  These 
figures  indicate  that  the  total  commercial  stocks  on  the  date  of  the 
survey  were  only  72.0  per  cent  of  those  of  January  1,  1917.  The 
relative  stocks  on  the  two  dates  are  graphically  represented  in 
Diagram  4.  This  diagram  brings  out  the  fact  that  while  the  storage 
warehouses  show  the  largest  relative  decrease,  the  really  significant 
decrease  in  the  stocks  on  January  1,  1918,  as  compared  with  those 
on  hand  a  year  earlier,  was  in  the  holdings  of  the  meat  packers.

comprising  the  "solid  vegetable  cooking  fats"  for  which  data  are 
given  below.  The  stocks  of  such  lard  compounds  in  commercial 
channels  on  January  1,  1918,  as  reported  for  the  Food  Survey  of  that 
date,  amounted  to  80,978,949  pounds.  Of  these  stocks,  the  meat 
packers  held  21.2  per  cent,  the  wholesale  dealers  held  23.1  per  cent, 
and  the  retail  dealers  38.3  per  cent,  the  balance  being  held  by  the 
bakers,  the  storage  warehouses  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  concerns. 
The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  groups,  as  well  as  by  the 
various  subgroups  or  classes  of  dealers,  is  shown  in  the  first  column 
of  Table  5.  These  stocks  are  also  shown  graphically  by  groups  of 
dealers  in  Diagram  5.  Table  8  shows  the  number  of  firms  on  whose 
reports  these  figures  are  based. 
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Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  states  of  the  West  South  Central  division  reported  over  two- 
ninths  of  the  stocks  of  lard  compounds  in  the  country.  The  East 
South  Central  division  ranked  second,  while  the  East  North  Central 
division  ranked  third.  In  comparison  with  the  population  of  the 
various  geographic  divisions,  all  three  of  the  Southern  divisions 
reported  relatively  large  stocks  of  this  food  product.  Table  6  gives 
the  stocks  reported  for  each  of  the  nine  geographic  divisions  as  well 
as  for  each  of  the  48  states.  The  table  shows  not  only  the  total 
stocks  for  the  different  geographic  units  but  also  the  stocks  reported 
by  each  group  of  business  concerns.  Diagram  6  presents  in  graphic 
form  the  distribution  of  these  stocks  by  geographic  divisions,  while 
Diagram  7  shows  in  similar  manner  the  stocks  reported  for  each  of 
the  16  most  important  states.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

More  than  four-fifths  of  the  reports  received,  based  on  the  amount 
reported,  gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  January 
1,1918.  Comparative  figures  for  the  two  dates  are  given  in  the 
last  three  columns  of  Table  5.  These  figures  indicate  that  the  stocks 
of  lard  compounds  held  by  the  meat  packers  on  the  date  of  the 
survey  were  5.5  per  cent  larger  than  the  stocks  of  this  group  of 
concerns  one  year  earlier,  and  the  stocks  of  the  storage  warehouses 
were  27  per  cent  larger  than  those  on  the  earlier  date.  The  stocks 
of  the  wholesale  dealers,  however,  were  only  76.5  per  cent,  of  those 
of  January  1,  1917,  and  those  of  the  bakers  94.7  per  cent,  while 
those  of  the  retailers  were  almost  the  same  on  the  two  dates.  The 
combined  stocks  of  all  groups  of  concerns  were  95.3  per  cent  of  the 
stocks  of  January  1,  1917.  These  comparative  stocks  are  repre- 
sented graphically  in  Diagram  S,  while  Table  7  gives  comparative 
stocks  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  for  the  different  groups  of 
concerns  as  well  as  for  all  groups  combined.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  SOLID  VEGETABLE 
COOKING  FATS. 

The  total  stocks  of  solid  vegetable  cooking  fats  reported  in  the 
Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  36,156,280  pounds.  The 
bulk  of  these  stocks  were  held  by  wholesalers  and  retailers,  the 
former  reporting  slightly  more  than  three-tenths  and  the  latter 
somewhat  less  than  three-tenths  of  the  total.  The  stocks  held  by 
each  group  of  concerns  from  which  reports  were  received  are  shown 
in  the  first  column  of  Table  9,  and  are  graphically  represented  in 
Diagram  9. 

The  number  of  firms  reporting  stocks  of  solid  vegetable  cooking 
fats  is  shown  by  groups  and  classes  of  dealers  in  Table  10. 

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  stocks  reported  for  each  geographic  division  as  well  as  for 
the  individual  states  are  shown  in  Table  11.  While  the  East  North 
Central  division  again  leads  in  stocks  reported,  the  Southern  and 
Pacific  groups  of  states  show  considerably  larger  stocks  on  a  per 
capita  basis.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  entire  country  are  shown 
graphically  by  geographic  divisions  in  Diagram  10,  while  the  stocks 
reported  for  the  twenty  most  important  states  are  similarly  shown 
in  Diagram  11.  The  first  five  states  in  the  latter  diagram,  namely, 
Illinois,  New  York,  Ohio,  California,  and  Texas,  together  reported 
nearly  two-fifths  of  the  total  stocks  for  the  country  .

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Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 
Slightly  more  than  five-sixths  of  the  reports,  based  on  stocks 
reported,  gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  Janu- 
ary 1,  1918.  The  comparative  stocks  as  shown  by  these  two-year 
reports  are  given,  by  groups  and  classes  of  dealers,  in  the  last  three 
columns  of  Table  9,  and  are  shown  by  geographic  divisions  and 
states,  for  each  of  these  groups  of  dealers,  in  Table  12.  The  figures 
indicate  a  considerable  increase  in  stocks  of  solid  vegetable  cooking 
fats  for  all  the  more  important  classes  of  dealers  with  the  exception 
of  the  wholesale  grocers.  The  total  stocks  reported  for  January  1, 
1918,  were  15.6  per  cent  larger  than  those  of  January  1,  1917.  The 
relative  holdings  of  each  group  of  dealers  on  the  two  dates  are 
represented  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  12.

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COMMERCIAL  SUPPLY  OF  OLEO  STOCK,  OLEO 
OIL,  AND  EDIBLE  TALLOW. 

The  total  supply  of  oleo  stock,  oleo  oil,  and  edible  tallow  reported 
in  the  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  51,023,934 
pounds.  Of  this  amount,  considerably  more  than  half  was  reported 
by  the  meat  packers.  The  cold  storage  warehouses  held  8.2  per 
cent  of  the  total  and  the  oleomargarine  manufacturers  held  5.9  per 
cent,  the  balance  being  in  possession  of  retail  dealers  and  miscel- 
laneous concerns.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  groups  of 
business  firms  are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  13,  while  the 
relative  amounts  held  by  the  different  groups  are  graphically  repre- 
sented in  Diagram  13.  The  number  of  firms  reporting  oleo  stock, 
oleo  oil,  and  edible  tallow  is  shown  in  Table  14.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geopraphic  distribution  of  the  stocks  reported  for  the  survey 
is  shown  in  Table  15,  which  gives  data  for  geographic  divisions  as 
well  as  for  the  individual  states.     These  stocks  are  also   shown 


graphically  for  the  twelve  most  important  states  in  Diagram  14. 
Illinois,  it  will  be  noticed,  led  all  other  states  in  stocks  of  this  food 
commodity  by  a  very  wide  margin.  In  fact,  Illinois  alone  reported 
not  far  from  one-fourth  of  all  the  stocks  reported  for  the  entire 
country.  More  than  two-thirds  of  the  Illinois  stocks  were  held  by 
the  meat  packers.  The  states  of  Washington  and  New  York  each 
held  more  than  twice  as  much  as  any  other  one  state  with  the 
exception  of  Illinois.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

Nearly  nine-tenths  of  the  reports,  based  on  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  cs  lor  January  1, 
1918.  The  comparative  stocks  for  the  two  dates,  as  indicated  by 
these  two-year  schedules,  are  shown  in  the  last  three  columns  of 
Table  13  and  are  graphically  represented  in  Diagram  15.  As  indi- 
cated by  these  figures,  the  stocks  on  hand  at  the  date  of  the  survey 
were  9.6  per  cent  larger  than  the  stocks  on  hand  a  year  earlier. 
This  increase  was  largely  the  result  of  increased  holdings  by  the 
meat  packers.  Comparative  figures  are  also  shown  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  Table  16.

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COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  COTTONSEED  OIL. 

The  stocks  of  cottonseed  oil  in  commercial  channels  on  January 
1,  1918,  as  reported  in  the  War  Emergency  Food  Survey  of  that 
date,  amounted  to  39,057,250  gallons.  Of  these  stocks  nearly 
seven-tenths  were  reported  by  the  oil  mills.  The  meat  packers 
reported  slightly  more  than  one-eighth,  the  balance  being  held  by 
warehouses,  wholesale  dealers,  retail  dealers,  bakers  and  a  miscel- 
laneous group  of  concerns.  The  large  holdings  of  the  oil  mills  are 
explained  partly  by  the  fact  that  practically  all  our  edible  cotton- 
seed oil  is  produced  in  this  country,  the  estimated  domestic  pro- 
duction for  the  calendar  year  1917  being  160,000,000  gallons,  while 
the  imports  during  the  year  were  less  than  2,000,000  gallons.  The 
stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  groups  of  firms,  as  well  as  by  the 
various  subgroups  or  classes  of  dealers,  are  given  in  the  first 
column  of  Table  17,  while  the  relative  stocks  reported  by  the 
various  groups  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  16.  The  number 
of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  stocks  of  cottonseed  oil  is 
shown  in  Table  18.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  these  stocks  is  shown,  by  groups 
of  concerns,  in  Table  19.  Figures  are  given  for  geographic  divisions 
as  well  as  for  states.  The  distribution  by  geographic  divisions  is 
also  graphically  represented  in  Diagram  17,  while  the  stocks 
reported  for  the  twelve  most  important  states  are  similarly  repre- 
sented in  Diagram  18.  The  West  South  Central  division,  it  will 
be  noticed,  reported  nearly  one-third  of  the  total  stocks  for  the 
entire  country.  The  other  two  Southern  divisions  of  states  also 
reported  large  stocks  of  this  commodity.  Texas  ranked  first  as  a 
holder  of  cottonseed  oil,  with  Georgia  a  fairly  close  second.  New 
York  ranked  third  and  Louisiana  fourth.  A  glance  at  Table  19 
shows  that  the  stocks  of  Texas,  Georgia,  and  Louisiana  were 
reported  very  largely  by  the  oil  mills,  while  those  of  New  York 
were  reported  mainly  by  warehouses.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917.  Diagram  19.- 

Nearly  nine-tenths  of  the  reports  received,  based  on  the  quan- 
tity reported,  gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for 
January  1,   1918.     Comparative   figures   based    on  these  two-year  ononis 

reports  indicate  that  the  stocks  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey 
were  only  82.8  per  cent  of  those  on  the  earlier  date.  Comparative 
stocks  for  each  group  of  concerns  are  shown  in  the  last  three  columns 
of  Table  17  and  are  graphically  represented  in  Diagram  19.  The 
stocks  of  the  oil  mills,  it  may  be  noted,  show  a  slight  increase, 
while  the  stocks  of  the  meat  packers  on  January  1,  1918,  were  only 
37.2  per  cent  of  those  of  a  year  earlier.  The  stocks  of  the  other 
groups  of  concerns  were  relatively  unimportant  on  both  dates. 
Comparative  figures  are  also  given  by  states  as  well  as  by  geo- 
graphic divisions,  for  each  group  of  firms,  in  Table  20.

The  commercial  stocks  of  olive  oil  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of 
January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  3,921,877  gallons.  Of  these  stocks 
the  retail  dealers  held  44.8  per  cent,  the  wholesale  dealers  28.6  per 
cent,  and  the  storage  warehouses  14.1  per  cent,  the  balance  being 
held  by  oil  mills  and  miscellaneous  concerns.  The  large  holdings  of 
the  retailers  and  wholesalers  is  doubtless  explained  by  the  fact  that 
practically  all  our  edible  olive  oil  is  imported  rather  than  produced 
in  domestic  mills,  and  is  used  almost  entirely  for  household  con- 
sumption rather  than  in  the  production  of  other  food  commodities- 
The  stocks  reported  are  given  by  groups  of  concerns  as  well  as  for 
various  subgroups  or  classes  of  dealers  in  the  first  column  of  Table 
21,  while  the  relative  amounts  reported  by  the  several  groups  of 
concerns  are  graphically  presented  in  Diagram  20.  The  number 
of  firms  reporting  this  commodity  is  shown  by  groups  and  classes 
of  firms  in  Table  22.

The  stocks  reported  for  each  of  the 
nine  geographic  divisions  are  also  shown  graphically  in  Diagram 

21.  The  Middle  Atlantic  division,  it  will  be  noticed,  reported 
more  than  one-half  of  the  stocks  for  the  entire  country.     Diagram 

22,  showing  the  stocks  of  olive  oil  reported  for  the  twelve  most 
important  states,  indicates  clearly  the  extent  to  which  New  York 
outranks  all  other  states  in  the  stocks  of  this  commodity.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

Nearly  four-fifths  of  the  reports,  based  on  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  January  1, 
1918.  Comparative  stocks,  as  shown  by  these  two-year  reports, 
are  given  by  groups  of  dealers  in  the  last  three  columns  in  Table 
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21  and  are  also  shown  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  Table 
24.  These  figures  indicate  that  the  stocks  of  the  oil  mills  and  of 
the  wholesale  dealers  were  considerably  smaller  on  the  date  of  the 
survey  than  on  January  1,  1917.  The  stocks  of  the  storage  ware- 
houses, the  retail  dealers,  and  the  miscellaneous  group  of  concerns, 
on  the  other  hand,  show  a  very  considerable  increase.  On  the 
whole,  however,  the  stocks  were  larger  than  a  year  ago,  being 
17.8  per  cent  larger  than  those  of  January  1,  1917.  The  relative 
stocks  on  the  two  dates  are  shown  for  each  group  of  concerns 
except  the  miscellaneous  group  in  Diagram  23.  The  very  im- 
portant increase  in  the  retail  stocks  of  olive  oil  is  clearly  brought 
out  by  the  diagram.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  PEANUT  OIL. 

The  stocks  of  peanut  oil  reported  for  the  Survey  of  January  1, 
1918,  amounted  to  2,306,416  gallons.  Of  this  amount,  the  oil  mills 
held  63.0  per  cent,  the  wholesale  dealers  19.0  per  cent,  and  the 
retail  dealers  4.8  per  cent,  the  balance  being  held  by  warehouses 
and  miscellaneous  concerns.  The  large  holdings  of  the  oil  mills  are 
partly  explained  by  the  fact  that  more  than  half  of  our  total  supply 
of  edible  peanut  oil  is  produced  in  this  country,  the  estimated 
domestic  production  of  this  commodity  for  1917  being  in  round 
figures,  4,666,000  gallons  as  against  3,653,000  gallons  imported. 
The  stocks  reported  are  given  by  groups  of  concerns  in  the  first 
column  of  Table  25,  and  the  relative  importance  of  the  stocks  held 
by  the  different  groups  is  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  24.  The 
number  of  firms  reporting  this  commodity  is  shown  in  Table  26.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  stocks  of  peanut  oil  reported  in  the  Survey  are  shown  by 
states  as  well  as  by  geographic  divisions  in  Table  27,  while  the 
stocks  reported  for  the  fifteen  most  important  states  are  graphically 
represented  in  Diagram  25.  Alabama,  it  will  be  noticed,  ranked 
first  as  a  holder  of  peanut  oil,  with  Illinois  second,  Georgia  third, 
Texas  fourth,  Michigan  fifth,  and  Louisiana  sixth.  Table  27  indi- 
cates that  in  Alabama,  Georgia,  Louisiana,  and  Michigan  the 
stocks  of  peanut  oil  were  reported  largely  by  the  oil  mills,  and  in 
Illinois  mainly  by  wholesalers,  while  in  Texas  the  retail  dealers 
held  more  than  twice  as  much  as  the  wholesalers,  and  almost  as 
much  as  the  oil  mills.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

The  comparative  figures  given  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table 
25,  and  more  in  detail  in  Table  28,  are  based  on  the  reports  for 
those  firms  that  gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as 
for  January  1,  1918.  These  figures  indicate  that  the  commercial 
stocks  of  peanut  oil  were  considerably  greater  on  the  date  of  the 
Survey  than  they  were  one  year  earlier.  While  the  warehouses 
reported  stocks  equal  to  only  14.7  per  cent  of  those  held  January 
1,  1917,  the  oil  mills  reported  stocks  28.1  per  cent  larger  than  on 
the  earlier  date,  the  retail  dealers  show  an  increase  of  70.7  per  cent 
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in  their  stocks  of  peanut  oil,  and  the  wholesale  dealers  reported 
stocks  for  January  1,  1918,  which  were  nearly  four  and  one-half 
times  as  large  as  those  held  by  the  same  firms  on  January  1,  1917. 
The  oil  mills  in  the  state  of  Texas  show  a  considerable  decrease  in 
stocks  for  the  year  between  the  inventory  dates,  but  this  was  more 
than  made  up  by  increases  in  the  stocks  reported  for  other  states. 
The  combined  stocks  of  all  the  groups  of  concerns  on  the  date  of 
the  survey  were  24.7  per  cent  larger  than  those  of  a  year  earlier. 
The  relative  stocks  of  the  several  groups  of  concerns  on  the  two 
dates  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  26.
